GALLAUDET EVALUATING CAPTIONED PROGRAMS 

The Office of Educational Technology 
has a contract with the Public Broad- 
casting System to assist in the evalua- 
tion of two "closed captioning" tech- 
niques, which permit a TV viewer to 
elect to see captions or not by turning 
a switch on his television set. 

Hearing impaired viewers in New York, 
Austin, Topeka, Los Angeles, Portland, 
Spokane, Denver, St. Paul, Hartford, 
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Jacksonville and Washington will par- 
ticipate in special viewings of caption- 
ed programs using these two systems 
during the months of February through 
May. 

Gallaudet College will receive data 
after each viewing for analysis. On 
February 17 and 18, community coordina- 
tors and station coordinators from 
the 12 cities will be meeting at PBS 
and Gallaudet College for a workshop 
on the captioning and distribution 
process and training on the data 
collection process. 

The project is headed by Don Torr 
and staffed by Kanny Kannapell and 
Earl Higgins. Gil Delgado, Horace. 
Reynolds, Peter Ries and Clarence 
Williams are providing consulting 
support.
